TAIPEI, Formosa, Sept. 24 
(AP) — The Chinese. Nation- 
alists said they shot down 10 
Communist MIG jet fighters 
today in a big air battle over 
Formosa strait. 


More thap 100 Chihese Com- 
munist planes tangled with 32 
Nationalist Sabre jets in the 
largest aerial clash yet re- 
ported in the month-old Que- 
moy crisis, a Defense Ministry 
spokesman said, 

In addition to 10 MIGs 
downed, two possible kills were 
reported. All Nationalist planes 
returned safe from the 10- 
minute morning battle, the 
spokesman added. 

Adm. Liu Hoh-tu said the 
Nationalist ambushed the Com- 
munists as the Reds attempted 
to draw the Chiang Kai-shek 
airmen over the Red mainland.

NEARING CLIMAX 


Way or Another, Is 
Expected at Tomor- 
row’s Meeting. 


WARSAW, Sept. 24 (AP) — 
Indications mounted here today 
that ‘the Far East ceasefire 
talks between the United States 
and Communist China are 
rapidly approaching a climax. 
United States Ambassador 
Jacob Beam studied new in- 
structions for his fourth con- 
ference tomorrow with Red 
China’s envoy, Wang Ping-nan. 


Informed sources said this 
meeting was likely to be the 
definitive one—one way or an- 
other — because President 
Eisenhower plans to issue a 
formal Far East policy state- 
ment in Washingten Friday. 


It is understood the Presi- 
dent wants to reveal what has, 
or has not, been accomplished

UNITED NATIONS, N, Y., 
Sept. 24—With the issue. of 
admittance of Communist 
China removed from the Unit- 
ed Nations calendar for a year 
by the vote of the Thirteenth 
Genetal Assembly, the 81-mem- 
ber world organization today 
was resuming general debate 
in preparation for the consid- 
eration of other international 
problems. 

By vote of 44 to 28, with 
nine abstentions, the Assem- 
Bly adopted the recommenda- 
tion of its Steering Commit- 
tee to exclude from delibera- 
tions ‘this session all proposals 
for Red Chinese membership 
or contemplation of expelling 
Nationalist China. Amend- 
ments offered by India which 
would have put the topic on 
the agenda were rejected. 

The vote was the narrowest 
margin of victory on record 
for opponents of seating the 
Chinese Communists. Last year 
the vote was 48 for continuing 
the bar, 27 against and six 
abstentions. 

Favoring Red China. 

In- the roll call the 28 na- 
tions opposing the recommen- 
dation included the Asian-Af- 
rican states of Afghanistan, 
Burma, Cambodia, ‘Ceylon, 
Ghana, India, Indonesia, Iraq, 


Ireland. There were nine ab- 


tion of the Assembly to con- 
sider the Peiping application. 

Introduced in the Steering 
Committee by the United 
States, the resolutidn ratified 
by the Assembly set forth that 
the assembly (1) “Decides’ to 
reject the request of India for 
the inclusion in the agenda of 
the item entitled: “The ques- 
tion of the representation of 
China in the U.N.’ and (2) De- 
cides not to consider any pro- 
posals to exclude the represen- 
tatives of Nationalist China or 
to seat representatives of Red 
China?’

“The inevitable result,” said 
Olney, “is that delays in the 
trial of cases in federal courts, | 
which in some districts are al- 
ready as high as four years, 
will be still further increased. 

“During the coming year 

persons who file cases do not 
stand a ghost of a chance of 
having trials within a reason- 
able time. In many instances 
this will be simply a denial of 
justice.” 
Olney’s office reports to the 
Judicial Conference of the 
United States, which makes 
recommendations to Congress 
for legislation dealing with the 
judiciary. 

His report for the fiscal year 
ended June 30 said filing of 
new actions was heaviest in 
district court in New York 
City. That cour reported 6727 
new civil cases, compared with 
5790 in the previous year. 

The district court in Phila- 
delphia ranked second, with 
2487 new civil cases as com- 
pared with 2313 the year be- 
fore.

The report said tuberculosis 
—which continues to be “a 
most serious public health 
problem” in the towns of the 
region—is spreading into rural 
areas which so far have been 
comparatively free from the 

isease. 

The Mideast is still troubled 
by smallpox and malaria, the 
report said, but because of ex- 
tended ‘nternational and local 
health programs it has become 
technically feasible to eradi- 
cate malaria in the region 
within the next decade.

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POLAND'S CARDINAL 
YIELDS ON GFT PLAN 


WARSAW, Sept. 24 (AP)— 
Cardinal Stefan Wyszynski an- 
hounced yesterday he had 
agreed to distribute through a 
Red government relief agency 
certain gifts sent to him by Ro- 
man Catholics in the United 
States. 

The government reported 
Aug. 2 that the Cardifial had 
yielded to this demand, but 
this was the first confirmation. 
by the church. 

A communique from the Car- 
dinal’s office said he had 
agreed to donate all gifts sent 
by the Catholic relief services 
of the National Catholic Wel- 
fare Conference of Washing- 
ton, D.C., from March 10 .to 
Aug. 4 to the Cracow flood re- 
lief commission. 

This is a government-spon- 
sored agency set up to assist 
victims of last spring’s disas- 
trous floods. 

The announcement said the 
Cardinal had named three aids 
to serve on the distribution 
committee. They are Bishop 
Antonyi Pekala, acting. arch- 
bishop of Cracow; Stanislaw 
Czartowsyski, dean of _ the 
Cracow cathedral, and Stan- 
islaw Stommer, editor of a Ro- 
man Catholic weekly and lead- 
er of the Catholic party in the 
Polish Seym (parliament). 

The Cardinal had refused to 
agree to government-dictated 
distribution and for months 
gifts estimated to be worth 
$400,000 piled up on the docks. 
It is understood duty is being 
waived under the new agree- 
ment.

Many publications competely 
loyal to the Eisenhower Ad- 


ministration adjudged him) 


guilty of impropriety and un- 
wise action and urged him to 
resign. There was no Democra- 


. tie plot to vilify Mr. Adams 


or to destroy him. 

Of course, in his talk last 
night, Mr. Adams could not 
very’ well launch an attack 
against the members of his 
own party who had called re- 
peatedly for his ouster, so he 
sought to convey the impres- 
sion that the attack against 
him was launched by Demo- 
crats. 

However, the facts are these: 
After the Maine election, in 
which the Democrats refrained 
from pressing a partisan attack 
upon the involvement of Re- 
publican Senator Payne with 
Mr. Adams’s friend, Bernard 
Goldfine, the Republican polit- 
icians decided that the’ Adams- 
Goldfine affair had been a 
factor in the defeat of Senator 
Payne. 

There are several aspects to 
the tragedy of Sherman Adams, 
It is said that a man in whose 
hands the President had placed 
unprecedented power—and 
authority—and yes, personal 
trust, did not live up to the 
standards of conduct which he 
and the President have pub- 
licly prescribed for all in pub- 
lic life from the humblest to 
the highest. 

Decision of Expediency. 

But perhaps the greatest 
tragedy of all is that Sherman 
Adams is not leaving the White 
House as the result of a stern 
byt fair moral judgment by his 
superior, President Eisenhower. 
Sherman Adams is leaving the 
White House because of a de- 
cision based on political ex- 
pediency. 

He was not forced out by 
men who are out to destroy 
the Republican party. It was 
not the still voice of conscience 
which brought the departure 
of Sherman Adams. It was the 
loud rumble of the Democratic 
landslide in Maine which 
served notice that the people 
recognized improprieties of 
conduct which neither Mr. Ei- 
senhower nor Mr. Adams could 
perceive. 

It is not for me to pass per- 
sonal judgment on Sherman 
Adams. But let me read to you 
from the scrupulously careful, 
judicious and independent New 
York Times, This is what that 
newspaper said today: 

“Both President Eisenhower 
and Mr. Adams ought to have 
recognized the impropriety of 
his position long ago, but 
through a curious form of 
astigmatism they do not seem 
to recognize it yet. It was only 
after the Maine election, in 
which the Goldfine case con- 
tributed prominently to the 
disastrous rout of the Republi- 
can party, that the political 
pressures from the G:O.P. have 
been so strong as to lead to 
Mr. Adams’s tardy resignation. 
And we have yet to hear @ 
word of the moral condemna- 
tion from the President of Mr. 
Adams’s disregard of the prop- 
er standards of government 
service.” 

That, may I say to you with- 
out malice or rancor, is the 
real tragedy of the Adams 
affair.

BRITISH ANXIETY 
FOCUSING ON U.S. 
USE OF A-BOMB 


By DREW MIDDLETON 

© New York Times News Service 
‘ LONDON, Sept. 24 — British 
anxieties about the Far East 
crisis appeared today to be 


focused increasingly upon the 
possible use of nuclear wea- 
pons by the United States 
against the Chinese Communist 
forces bombarding Quemoy. 

Diplomatic sources pointed 
out that the world’s third op- 
erational nuclear explosion 
would break the 13-year-old 
taboo on the use of such wea- 
pons and create a new and 
dangerous world situation. 
There is a chance, it was em- 
phasized, that nuclear war, 
once begun, could not be local- 
ized. 

Similar sentiments were ex- 
pressed by diplomats repres- 
enting Communist nations and 
the envoy of one of the im- 
portant members of the Atlan- 
tic alliance. Communist com- 
ments on the situation, how- 
ever, lacked the anxious urgen- 
cy of those of British and other 
allied diplomats. 

Remote Prospect, 


One of the most influential 
of the Communist diplomats 
argued that the prospect of nu- 
clear bombing was remote be- 
cause the Chinese did not in- 
tend to invade the Quemoy and 
Matsu islands. He, like other 
Eastern European diplomats 
here, was apparently gleefully 
aware of the divisions that the 
Far East crisis has created in 
the Atlantic alliance. 


British officials were no less 
concerned about the crisis than 
they were a week ago. Appar- 
ently the exchanges in Warsaw 
between the United States and 
the Chinese Communist ambas- 
sadors have not provided the 
British with any reason for be- 
lieving that the situation has 
improved, 


The British Government, it 
was emphasized, will continue 
to do all it can to bring about 
a relaxation of the situation. 
Officials refused to disclose 
exactly what British diplomacy 
is doing té ease the strain. But 
it is probable that the British 
Embassy in Moscow and the 
British mission in Peiping are 
preaching reason and restraint. 

British Serenity Cracks. 

For the first time, however, 
the serenity with which offi- 
cials have viewed United States 
policy has cracked to the ex- 
tent that anxieties about nuc- 
lear bombing have been aired. 

Diplomatic support for the 
United States policy of pre- 
venting the seizure of the Que- 
moy and Matsu islands by force 
was reiterated. But this seemed 
subordinated to concern over 
what would happen if the 
United States “crossed the 
line” and dropped an atomic 
bomb. 

United States diplomats have 
no criticism of the support that 
the Administration has_ re- 
ceived from the British govern- 
ment in the last three weeks. 

These diplomats conceded that 
the British government’s think- 
ing on an ultimate settlement 
was slightly more hospitable to 
Peiping’s claims to the off- 
shore islands than that of the 
United States. .But in prin- 
ciple they felt that the Eisen- 
hower Administration had con- 
siderable support from the 
British on an issue that is “po- 
litically uncomfortable.” 

Public Concern Mounts. 

Public concern in Britain 
about the dangers of war in 
the Far East continued to 
mount. Although the Labor 
press, led by the Daily Herald, 
is making the most noise, Unit- 
ed States diplomats feel it 
would be a mistake for the 
Administration to believe that 
criticism of United States poli- 
cy is confined to the Labor 
party. 

There is considerable criti- 
cism and deep concern in the 
Conservative party as well. 
This, rather than the Labor 
party outcry which was pre- 
dictable, is the reason why 
Prime Minister Macmillan’s 
support of United States policy 
is politically uncomfortable. 

Labor’s forebodings have not 
— Last night, three Labor 
members of Parliament sent a 
letter to Hugh Gaitskell, La- 
borite leader, asking him to 
call a special meeting of the 
Parliamentary Labor party to 
discuss the situation in the Far 
East. 

The letter suggested that 
Gaitskell should approach Mac- 
millan and “ask him to dis- 
associate Britain from the ac- 
tions of the United States Gov- 
ernment and their ally, Chiang 
Kai-shek.”

Supporters Fewer Than Last Year and 
Latin American Friends Remain Silent 
During Debate — Opponents Voice 


Pointed Criticism 


of Washington.

the issue of seating Red China gives little comfort to the |}. 
American China policy. The voting and debate were completed 
late yesterday, but the repercussions will be felt for some time. 


As usual, voting was on pro- 
cedural questions. The United 
States introduced a resolution 
postponing the debate on the 
China representation issue for 
another year. India introduced 
an amendment having the op- 
posite: effect—putting the Chi- 
na question on the agenda for 
this session. 

In the final voting, on the 
American resolution, the 
United States lost four votes 
over last year. Furthermore, 
on at least two votes—on the 
first paragraph of the Indian 
amendment and on the first 
paragraph of the American 
amendment—the American po- 
sition was sustained, but by a 
minority of the Assembly as a 
whole. That is, the votes 
against the American position 
and votes recorded as absten- 
tions totaled more than votes in 
favor of the American position. 

This is the first time such a 
thing has occurred in the nine- 
year history of the China ques- 
tion in the U.N. There were, 
moreover, a number of other 
unhappy “firsts” in the China 
proceedings. 

First Real Debate on Issue. 

For the first time there was 
a real and sustained debate on 
the substance of the issue. 
Technically, this violated par- 
liamentary procedure, but a 
very wide strata of nations 


was determined to be heard 
and they were heard. 

Quite as significant, more- 
over, was the silence of the 


Latin American , delegations. 
For the first time in the his- 
tory of the China debate no 
Latin American diplomat arose 
in the General Assembly to 
support ‘the United States po- 
sition, with the exception of 
Mexico. This was not, of 
course, by accident. Though 
no official announcement was 
made, unofficially the Latin 
Americans got together on a 
concerted program of silence. 
Mexico’s position is equivocal, 
and Mexico abstained on some 
votes. 


In many ways the most in-} 


teresting vote in a series of 
five polls taken of U.N. mem- 
bers on the China issue was the 
first—on the initial paragraph 
of the Indian amendment to 
the American resolution. The 
effect of the vote, if it had 
passed, would haye beem mere- 
ly to put the China question on 
the agenda, but as had been 
made apparent from the de- 
bate, the voting reflected much 
more than that. 

Twenty-nine Mations sup- 
ported India and 12 abstained 
—a total of 41. Only 40 nations 
supported the American posi- 
tion. A similar line-up was re- 
corded in the voting on the 
first paragraph of the Ameri- 
ean resolution itself — 40 in 
favor, 28 opposed and 13 ab- 
staining. 

In the final voting, which 
put off the discussion of the 
Chinese representation issue 
for another year, the roll call 
showed 44 in favor of post- 
ponement, 28 opposed and nine 
abstaining. This compares with 
48 votes in favor of postpone- 
ment last year. In 1956 the 
United States was able to mus- 
ter 47 votes. 

Silence Significant. 

Vote counting is not the best 
measure of sentiment in the 
United Nations. Nor are statis- 
tics on the debate. V. K. 
Krishna Menon, the Indian de- 
fense minister who led the 
forces attempting to get the 
China issue on the agenda, told 
the Assembly at the close of 
the debate that the China is- 
sue discussion had consumed 
three hours in the General 
(Steering) Committee session 
last week and eight hours. or 
more this week in the Gen- 
eral Assembly and that 32 
speakers. ‘had participated. 

What they said certainly was 
more important than their 
numbers. And what they did 
not say was nearly as impor- 


tant — as in the case of the 
Latin Americans, who, inci- 
dentally .all voted for the 


‘American position in the final 
tally, under constant and ob- 
yious pressure. 


There was only one whole- 
hearted and enthusiastic speech 
supporting the American posi- 
tion—that of Dr. T. F. Tsiang, 
who represents Generalissimo 
Chiang Kai-shek’s government 
on Formosa. 

The most critically important 
speech in favor of the Ameri- 
can position was that of Sir 
Pierson Dixon of Britain. Brit- 
ain, however, recognizes Red 
China. The formula of present- 
ing the issue as a resolution 
not to debate the China repre- 
sentation question was in- 
vexced by American diplomats 
precisely to enable Britain to 
=sxnport the American position 
against seating Red China— 
by presenting the issue as a 
procedural question and not 
one of the substance of the 
matter. 

Dixon, therefore, confined 
most of his brief presentation 
to a somewhat embarrassed 
statement that he thought it 
better not to discuss so con- 
troversial an issue at this time. 
A good many commonwealth 
countries then followed Brif- 
ain’s lead, 

Taking Africa, next, - there 
are two key governments from 
that continent represented in

the debate. He opposed the 
American position’ and voted | 
against it. Ghana favored a 
full discussion of the Chinese 
representation issue as Ghana 
also favored placing the Rus- 
sian oppression of Hungary on 
the agenda, over Soviet ob- 
jections. 

The same position was. taken 
by the Sudan. The Sudanese 
foreign minister, Mohammed 
Ahmed Mahgoub, runner-up 
for president of the Assembly 
who was praised by the Ameri- 
can Secretary of State, John 
Foster Dulles, did not partici- 
pate in the debate. 

Mahgoub, however, told the 
Post-Dispatch that “if the 
United States wants peace, it 
will support a move to invite 
a representative of the Peo- 
ple’s Republic of China to 
come to the United Nations as 
a member, to discuss the situa- 
tion in the Taiwan strait. The 
Sudan opposes the American 
limitation of debate on the 
China issue. We are for free 
debate—and not to please the 
Russians. We also are for free 
debate of the Hungarian ques- 
tion—and not to please th 
Americans.” | 

In Asia, of course, very few | 
supporters of the American po- 
sition can be found. India, 
the leading non -Communist 
Asian nation, spearheaded the 
drive for discussion of the 
China question. The Indian 
amendment was co-sponsored 
by Burma, Ceylon, Indonesia 
and Nepal, as well as by the 
United Arab Republic in the 
Middle East. 

No Asian country arose to 
support the American position 
in the debate—and none from 
the Middle East. 

Sharp Criticism by Ceylon. 

Perhaps the strongest 
speeches opposing the Amer- 
ican position, apart from In- 
dia’s, were those by Sir Claude 
Corea of Ceylon) and Prince 
Norodom Sihanouk of Cam- 
bodia.

First, a New Policy 


With every pointing to continued 
deadlock in the ‘Warsaw talks while Chiang 
Kai-shek continues to press for permission 
to bomb the China mainland, the day for tak- 
ing the Quemoy dispute to the United Na- 
tions approaches. At the same time, it be- 
comes clearer than ever that to go to the U.N. 
without a change in American policy on Que- 
moy would only deepen the mire in which 
our government finds itself. 


In the Warsaw talks, our ambassador is ap- 
parently demanding that Communist China 
cease bombarding Quemoy béfore any issues 
of the Formosa strait are discussed. There 
is no reason why Peiping should accept this 
demand. In effect we are asking that Com- 
munist China end the crisis by unilateral 
action conforming to our policy. It is just as 
silly for Peiping to demand that we end the 
crisis by unilateral action conforming to Com- 
munist policy—that is, by the abandonment 
of Formosa. 

But Peiping’s lack of realism does not ex- 
cuse Washington’s. And simply transferring 
the deadlock to the United Nations will get 
nowhere. If U.N. consideration is to be fruit- 
ful, the Communists will have to accept tem- 
porary possession of Formosa by Chiang with 
American backing, and Secretary Dulles will 
have to accept some matching concession on 
Quemoy and Matsu. 

Basically the trouble with our government’s 
stated position on Quemoy is that it lacks 
juridical and moral foundation. We just do 
not have the right to help Chiang hang on 
to coastal islands which until now have al- 
ways been under the jurisdiction of the main- 
land government, and which are geographical- 
ly as much a part of the mainland as the 
capes and headlands three miles away. 

Former Senator Lehman, who led a brave 
and, as it turns out, prophetic fight to with- 
hold the Quemoy blank check which the Ad- 
ministration is now trying to cash, puts the 
case well when he says: 

We cannot oppose the use of force by Red 

China and at the same time support the 
threat of force by Chiang Kai-shek. These 
‘islands have no Strategic value except pos- 
sibly for aggressive purposes against the 
mainland of China. I am oppdésed to the 
Communist regime of China, and all its at- 
titudes and works. I hold no brief for its 
use of the threat of war to attain its objec- 
tives. But its objective, with regard to Que- 
moy and Matsu, is, unfortunately for us, 
suriatpenly justified. 

Like the Post-Dispatch, Senator Lehman 
supports the American policy of helping Chi- 
ang hold Formosa, but strenuously opposes 
extension of the policy to Quemoy—something 

jthat serves Chiang’s interest in provoking a 
war, but no American interest whatever. We 
are happy to learn that Senator Kennedy of 
Massachusetts, unlike Senator Lehman a pres- 
idential candidate, has been taking a similar 
stand in campaign talks around the country. 

Senator Kennedy also supported the Leh- 
man amendment to withhold authority for a 
Quemoy commitment in 1955. His is a much 
better record than that of another presiden- 
tial hopeful, Senator Symington of Missouri, 
who opposed the Lehman amendment in 1955 
and now contents himself with fuzzy appeals 
for “unity” and curious statements to the ef- 
fect that he is glad he @id not have to make 
the decision on Quemoy, 

National unity, like courage, is splendid in 
general, but unity behind wrong policies is not 
a role for free men. Americans who believe, 
as this newspaper does, that a war for Que- 
moy is a war to stay out of should let their 
President, their Secretary of State and their 
Representatives and Senators know how they 
feel. | 

Mr. Dulles must be persuaded to adopt a 
new policy on Quemoy—or, if he has become 
so oriental that he dares not lose face, to 
turn over the whole problem to some other 
authority which can deal with-it realistically. 


Mr. Keating Speaks Sense 


A Republican candidacy for the Senate 
which will bear watching is that of Repre- 
sentative Kenneth B. Keating of New York, 
who has been nominated for the seat that 
Senator Irving M. Ives is vacating. There are 
indications that he intends to lift his cam- 


~ paign above the level of partisanship and to 


appeal to independent voters with proposals 
marked by common sense, 

For example, Mr. Keating has just recom- 
mended that President Eisenhower assemble 
a White House “summit conference” on race 
relations. He said: 

I propose that leaders representing the 
whole spectrum of opinion on civil rights 
be invited to such a conference at which all 
points of view could be presented, conflict- 
ing opinions aired, and machinery provided for 
facilitating communication and co-operation. 
There is nothing new in this proposal since 

others have made it before.- Up to now Presi- 
dent Eisenhower has not seen fit to act on it. 
Perhaps if enough other Republican candi- 
dates for seats in the House and Senate join 
New York’s Keating, the preposal will take 
on a new urgency. 


No Answer At All 


The Hoffa-Gibbons “answer” to the Senate 
Labor Rackets Committee’s disclosures is to 
attack the committee, call the committee 
members names and then to change the sub- 
ject.

Highway Death at Its Worst 


Something that can be considered close to 
murder was committed on the Daniel Boone 
Expressway in Ladue Monday night. Mr. and 
Mrs. Roy D. Ellis of Brentwood were thrown 
to their deaths as their automobile, 
ing well within the speed limit, was rammed 
from behind, ;

The highway is a dual highway with a wide 
band of grass separating east and west lanes. 
There is plenty of room for two cars—if both 
are driven sanely—to pass when one over 
takes another. Mr. and Mrs. Ellis were driv- 
ing sanely, according to police reports. The 
driver who caused their death was, by his own 
admission, driving at a speed which carried 
the threat of death to anyone in the same 
stretch of road with him. 


State law permits a double penalty in a 
case like this: a prison term for manslaughter 
and permanent revocation of the driver’s li- 
cense, Can anyone doubt that, on the evi- 
dence, both penalties are called for here? 


W here a Good Man Is Needed 


Next to the office of Secretary of State, 
that of Secretary of Defense is the most exact- 
ing in the cabinet. Secretary of Defense Mc- 
Elroy, finished with one grueling fight for 
the Eisenhower reorganization bill, and still 
enmeshed in the twisted skein of the missiles 
rivalry, must realize that full well by now. 

‘It is not quite a year since he took office 
and already there is strong comment that the 
missiles problem alone has markedly worn 
Mr. McElroy down. He is reported by some 
critics to be fenced in by the military-indus- 
trial powers that have so much contro] over 
the spending of a $42,000,000,000 budget. The 
biggest bone of contention seems to be one 
of the newest weapons of this age—the mis- 
sile. Around the missile revolve the worst 
jealousies of the armed services. Huge in- 
dustrial plants are dependent on the missile 
for existence. Even the politics of an elec- 
tion swirls around the missile. 

Much of the load might be taken off Secre- 
tary McElroy’s shoulders if an important new 
appointment, provided for under the reor- 
ganization act, were made. It is that of Direc- 
tor of Defense Research and Engineering. 
The Director of Guided Missiles, the head of 
the Advanced Research Projects Agenty and 
the Assistant Secretary of Defense for Re- 
search and Engineering would all report to 
him... He would be the boss, 

The reorganization bill was signed by Presi- 
dent Eisenhower on Aug. 6. That is seven 
weeks ago. With the need so great for help 
in handling the missiles problem, the most 
diligent search for the right man for the post 
should be a matter of high priority. 


Safeguards Both Ways 


There are two aspects to St. Louis’s re- 
entry into St. Louis county. A. Clifford 
Jones, Republican candidate for County 
Supervisor, has admirably illuminated one 
of them. He says any re-entry proposal 
ought to include safeguards against profes- 
sional city politicians “grasping. at the 
county.” 

Mr. Jones’s reference is to. those members 
of the Democratic City Committee who 
occupy, St. Louis’s so-called ‘“‘county offices.” 
They ate independently-elected political 
princes who have grown fat and careless at 
the expense of city taxpayers. Mr. Jones 
estimates that the existence of these offices 
is costing the city $1,000,000 a year more 
than necessary for the services they perform; 
he is probably right. 

On the other hand, St. Louisans will also 
want protection in any re-entry proposal 
against the kind of sloppy, inefficient and 
unwieldy government that St. Louis county 
now provides for its citizens. The ineffi- 
ciencies and shortcomings of the last County 
Assessor, for example, will cost county tax- 
payers close to $1,090,000 before the mess 
he left behind has been cleaned up. 

One of the principal gains that can be 
achieved by re-entry of the city into the 
county is the opportunity to reorganize and 
consolidate the county layers of government 
in both St. Louis.and Clayton. If the Metro- 
politan Freeholders submit a reentry 
scheme, they certainly ought to make it ef- 
fective by cleaning up the administrative 
muddle at the county level. The duties now 
performed by independently-elected adminis- 
trative officials in both city and county could 
be turned over to a single executive, And 
the employes of these offices ought to be 
hired on the basis of merit, not’ patronage. 


Four Years Old 


This is the.Fourth. Anniversary Week of 
KETC, and the educational television station 
is offering the public a sample of what is to 
come this year. The programs also are a 
sample of an unusual approach to mass 
communication. 

To a considerable degree, the big commer- 
cial television and radio stations attempt to 
reach the largest possible audience at a given 
time. That sometimes means aiming pro- 
grams at the lowest common denominator of 
taste, though there are notable exceptions. 

But a glance at the Channel 9 programs 
will show much less for the mass audience. 
On a Monday evening, for example, the pro-

Why Not Federate Health Campaigns? 


United Fund Approach Need Not Injure Them, Would Be Godsend to Donors 


From The Milwaukee Journal 


Is there any real possibility of a 
united fund drive in the Milwaukee 
programs, 


. A. Morton, 
of the Medical Society of 
Milwaukee county? 

Most of the better known vyolun- 
tary health agencies are strongly op- 
posed to participating in federated 
drives. Their position has been har- 
dening in this regard. Several now 
forbid local chapters to accept sup- 
port from commu- 
nity funds, etc, 

There are a va- 
riety of reasons 
for this unyield- 
ing attitude. One 
is that separate 
fund raising is 
tied in with “pub- 

; lic education” pro- 
grams. Another is that a separate 
drive enlists support of thousands 
particularly concerned about one dis- 
ease or disability. 


The big reason is, however, the 
conviction of particular agencies that 
they can get more money and have

more freedom of action than if they 
were dependent on federated drives, 
and subject to budgetary reviews. 
This is especially true of agencies 
most successful in appealing to hu- 
man féars and sympathies. 


From the standpoint of donors 
generally, and good peopie asked re- 
peatedly to help ih fund raising, a 
federated campaign would be a god- 
send. For they can’t know now 
whether this or that agency is get- 
ting enough or too much, or judge¢ 


relative merits of agencies and their 


activities. . 

’ Dr. Morton is right that “emotions 
often take the place of reason” and 
that “when conditions change and 
needs diminish these special organi- 
zations seem loath to curtail their 
activities.” Campaign efforts and ex- 
penses, in relation to amounts raised, 
are bound to be higher when agen- 
cies solicit funds separately. The 
many separate appeals put excessive 
demands on time and attention of 
donors. Under these circumstances, 
some who could give much or little 
simply give nothing. 

Something can be done about this. 

Something can be done right here in 


Milwaukee, whether national volun- 
tary health agencies let their local 
chapters co-operate at first or not. 

Best proof of this is that there 
are federated drives for voluntary 
health programs in a number of 
cities now—Boston, Pittsburgh, De- 
troit. Such a federated fund cam- 
paign may be combined with the 
community fund or, as Df. Morton 
Suggests, separate and for health 
programs only. 


The proceeds may be distributed 


,according to announced quotas or 


designations by individual donors. 
Even better would be to permit 
some latitude to a governing board, 
which should include leading local 
doctors, to distribute money where 
it would accomplish most to allevi- 
ate human disease and pain. 


Voluntary health groups unwilling 
to participate would be as free as 
now to conduct their own fund rais- 
ing. 

But those Milwaukeeans who pre- 
ferred to contribute to the feder~ 
ated health fund, with its broader 
approach, would at least get that op- 
portunity, which they don’t now have.

Emphasizing that he was not 
proposing that hypnosis would 
eventually eliminate anesthe- ; 


tics, Dr. Kroger said _ the 
method can “remove fear and 
tension and thereby raise .the 
pain thresholds.” 


To use hypnosis in obstet- 
rics, he explained, the patient 
is placed in a hynotic state at 
each office visit during the 
pre-natal period. Unless the | 
patient is willing and expresses 
faith in the method, it can not 
work, he added. 


At these sessions, the pa- 
tient is taught to relax com- 
pletely and is trained to be- 
lieved she is anesthetized. 
During labor and delivery, the 
patient is conscious and -is 
aware of what 
around her, he said.

hunters learn where ducks have been grouping and in what 


quantities. 

A need for time to compile 
his data, a possible lack of 
funds, a concern about press- 
ing his luck and other factors 
may keep Bellrose grounded 
after this waterfowl season. - 

Once a week during the duck 
season he flies about 800 miles 
in eight hours, taking a census 
of mallards, pintails, canvas- 
backs and other varieties. A 
special eral permit allows 
him to ride at altitudes as low 
as 150 feet. 

The activity costs the state 
about $2400 a year. Other 
activities making demands 
upon the fund which usually 
meets this expense. 

Bellrose says he thinks it is 


time he did the hardest part 
of his work: putting into or- 


ganized form data he has ac- 
since 1939. For 
seven years before starting the 
flights he counted ducks from 
the ground. 

“I think I’m pressing my 
luck,” he adds. Although his 
pilot doesn’t normally ride 
lower than 250 feet, Bellrose 
says he has been taking the 
accompanying risks for so long 
the odds on trouble developing 
have increased each year. 

For another thing, some of 
the states in the Mississippi 
flyway group of 14 have 
dropped the research and ex- 
change of information. Last 
year only six states took part. 

Although the data has not 
been organized, Bellrose wants 
to write about migration in re- 
lation to weather, the effi- 
ciency of refuges in promoting 
duck populations and the ef- 
fect of food and water supplies 
on populations, 

Despite the risk, Bellrose, 


42, prefers flying among the 


birds to writing about them.

500,000 SOVIET 
TROOPS SAID TO 
BE IN FAR EAST 


TOKYO, Sept. 24 (UPI)—A 
Japanese defense official said 
today that the Soviet Union 
has 500,000 troops and 3500 
planes in the Far East. 

Lt. Gen. Keizo Hayashi esti- 
mated Soviet strength at a 
briefing for the political af- 
' fairs research committee of the 
Liberal-Democratic party, the 
largest in Japan. 

Hayashi is. chairmar of the 
joint staff committee of Ja- 
pan‘s self-defense board. 

He said the Russians have 
400,000 tons of naval craft in 
the Far East, including more 
than 100 submarines. One- 
third of the submarines are 
believed to be long-range. He 
said Soviet and Chinese Com- 
munist air power in the Far 
East now totals 7500 to 8000 
planes. He did not estimate 
how many of these are jets. 

Hayashi said 17 Soviet army 
divisions were concentrated in 
an arc north of Hokkaido, Ja- 
pan’s northernmost home is- 
land. 

He ‘said Red army infantry- 
men on southern Sakhalin is- 
land, the Kurile islands and 
Habomai and Shikotan islands 
completely surround the Jap- 
anese area. 


CURTIS CITES ‘SLEEPER’ 
IN KENNEDY-IVES BILL 


The Kennedy-Ives labor re- 
form bill, passed by the Senate 
but killed by the House, con- 
tained a “sleeper” harmful to 
legitimate trade union pur- 
poses, Unifed States Represent- 
ative Thomas B. Curtis told a 
luncheon meeting of the 
Gravois Kiwanis today. 

Curtis, Republican candidate 
for re-election in the Second 
District, said a provision in the 
bill would have permitted 
union funds to be loaned in 
amounts up to $1500 to union 
officials and its employes, but 
not to regular members. He 
pointed out that credit unions 
have been set up to meet the 
needs of union members.

: DUBLIN. 
WE DROVE ALL DAY in the rain through the wild 

bleak Connemara country in the west of Ireland where — 

“There’s not a tree high enough to hang a man nor earth 


deep enough to. bury him,” reported one of Cromwell's 
generals. 


There also was not 
light enough to take a 
picture. I was rattling 
along with Joe Clarke, 
the cameraman from 
Shannon Airport. The 
Aran Islands (where they 
still speak Gaelic) were 
hull-down blurs south of 
Galway Bay. A few farm 
horses stood gloomily in 
the misty rain in front of 
thatched, white - walled 
Irish cottages. 

Joe is helping me along 
with my Irish. It takes 
a little listening. You never hear the word “if.” “T'll see 
can I find him,” they say. “T'll see is he to home.” 

There is also “Dublin Irish.” You see a friend in a 


pub. 
“Janie Mac! Will you have a jar, old son?” 

“Not I. I'll have a ball of malt.” 

A “jar” is a pint of Guinness stout. A “ball of malt” 
is whiskey. The Irish invented whiskey. You drink it only 
with water. Soda is for Scotch — and Scotch, by the way, 
is spelled. “whisky.” 


If you go to the movies here, yeu ge te 
“fillums.” But when you go te a play, you ge te 
the “theater.” The best at the Dublin theater 
right now is “The Heart’s a Wonder.” A musical 
from “Playboy of the Western World.” 


YOU GO “over” to America, but “across” to England. 
And “on” to the Continent. : 

My 15-year-old daughter is getting frantic for some 
kind of pop. She has discovered you get soft bottled 
drinks by asking for “minerals.” 

They don't make a Shirley Temple in Ireland. But 
she can get an orange drink with a cream float. It is 
called a “pussyfoot.” 

The verdict: “Horrible.” 

Ireland is the only country where I would turn a 
youngster loose. They can wander alone anywhere safely. 

The pubs have early cldsing hours—about 10:30 in the 
evening. And are open only a couple of hours afternoon 
and evening on Sundays. ‘ 

But Irish law says a traveler must have bed and board, 
whiskey for himself and oats for his horse at any hour. 


This leads to fabulous system of “bona fides.” 
A person traveling three miles is a bona fide trav 
eler. And on Sunday, you see whole villages, it 
seems, bicycling to the next town. While that town 
bicycles to THEIR town. Travelers all. 


IN THE EVENING we drove over to Salthill to Mr. 
Tom O'Connor's. (We could hear singing behind the locked 
doors of the Galway pubs. But apparently we hadn't the 
right knock to open the door.) i 

* We drove out along Father Griffin road—“him that 
was murdered by the Black-and-Tans.” Mr, O’Connor’s was 
going strong with bona fide travelers. 

There were four great wooden beer-pump handles at 
the bar. Just what we wanted for pictures. Four of Mr. 
O’Connor’s 13 sons and daughters were at work. And him- 
self watching over it all with a rose in the buttonhole of 
his Sunday best. 

The ceiling was low and the bar was black and pol- 
ished. And the dark beer came out all brown foam to 
settle from the beer pumps. A little tinny radio was play- 
ing “Galway Bay.” 

And all the bona fide travelers sat around at the little 
tables in the corners. While the rain came down outside 
and, Janie Mac! It was a fine night for all on Sunday night 
at Tom O’Connor'’s.

REYKJAVIK, Iceland, 


Sept. 24 (AP). 

. LOST IN THE MAW of his- 
tory is the startling fact that an 
Irishman discovered Iceland. 

The present natives don't 
even remember his name. But 
when the first Vikings hit these 
misty shores, they found a Pad- 
dy in port. 

He was a hermit, and how 
he reached this off-beat, vol- 
canic, lava-laden land of gor- 
geous sunsets, strong winds and 
fishy waters, nobody seems to 
know. 

The theory is irresistible, 
however, thatthe original Irish- 
man must be responsible for 
the always delightful, some- 
times crazy, general surrealis- 
tic behavior of a large number 
of the island's 165,000 inhabi- 
tants. 

Iceland is a High North coun- 
try, but its hospitality is Deep 
South.

THE GRADE SCHOOL 
YEARS—the ages from six to 
10—are the most important 
years of our lives from the 
standpoint of physical develop- 
ment. Yet it is during these 
years that parents and educa- 
tors alike -fail most miserably 
at the job of teaching fitness. 

We keep building fan.y new 
schools with fancy new gymna- 
siums, all of which is very 
wonderful. But the fact re- 
mains that 91 per cent of the 
elementary schools are without 
gymnasiums. And, gym or no 
gym, there is one thing that 
billions of dollars won’t buy 
and bricks and mortar won't 
build: A positive attitude to- 
ward physical education. 

Somewhere along the line we 
are going to have to make up 
our minds to do something

“They play games such as 
volley ball, basketball and 
archery.”

Fix It Yourself 


IT DOESN’T take much 
grease to make a spot. In fact, 


a whale of a big spot. 
Sometime when you don’t 
have much else to do, check 
over all papered walls for 
grease stains and then go to 
work getting rid of them. The 
standard method for removal 
of grease stains, and this ap- 
plies to those left by people 
who use greasy hair dressings 
and rest their heads - against 


inflammable cleaning fluid.

A More Facts About the Eye 


By Ramon Coffman 


WE ALREADY have spoken 
of the pupi! in a human eye. 
It is the opening in the dough- 
nut-shaped iris. 

The iris looks black, but it 
really is transparent. We look 
through it into the dark inside 
of the “globe of the eye,” and 
the darkness behind gives us 
the impression that the pupil 
is black. 

The pupil changes in 4 
When we are outdoors, in sin- 
shine, it shrinks, This keeps 
the eye from being dazzled by 
too much light. 

In a gloomy cellar, on. the 
other hand, the pupil enlarges. 
In such a place our eyes need 
as many light rays as can be 
allowed to go inside. 

There are times, in bright 
light, when the \pupil has a 
diameter of less than one tenth 
of an inch. In a paey place, 
on the other hand, it may have 
a diameter of one third of an 
inch or a bit more. 

The iris dees the remark- 
able work of inereasing or de- 
creasing the size of the pupil. 
This muscular material reacts 
to light in such a way as to 
change the size of the opening.
